red. Not more than four or five of the 
victims should have been admitted to 
the film show, in the opinion of Coron- 
er McMahon. Provincial law forbids 
the attendance of a child under 16 at a 
theatre unless accompanied 
by an 


adult. The coroner Monday adjourned 
his inquest until Thursday, after bear- 
ing1 two witnesses, to await the find- 
Ings of the fire commissioner's inquiry 
which opens Tuesday.

• President Coolidgc's message to con- 
gress in defense of his Xicaraguan policy 
revcals the fact that the revolution there 
is more in the nature of a Mexican in-

isting- government. ''I have,'' says the 
president., "the most conclusive evidence 
that arms', and 'munitions in large quanti- 
ties have been, on several occasions since 
August 1926, shipped to the revolution- 
ists in Nicaragua. Boats carrying- these 
munitions have been fitted out in Mexican 
ports and some of-the munitions bear-evi-

In a series of ssuch textbooks by Dr. "Walter F. 


Cobh. published in 1923. the teacher is advised to 
interest first grade pupils by explaining to them 
why the clog usually has good health—to wit, he 
sleeps in the open air, doesn't upset his stomach 
by eating lots of candy and rich pastry, has clean 
teeth, and is regular in his exercise and sleeping 
habits. Children, teacher and author ignore inquir- 
ing how the dog gets his clean, sound teeth, be- 
cause elsewhere in the same book the importance 
of brushing the teefh regularly is urged. Then the 
teacher is advised to explain to the little ones how 
it happens that the dog doesn't catch cold when he 
gets his feet wet—but I Ican't find the answer to 
this conundrum in Dr. Cobb's textbook. Probably 
the teacher is.expepted to improvise a fanciful ex- 
planation for "that. 


The entire subject of "health and hygiene educa- 


tion is in a chaotic state "vith everybody in a posi- 
tion of authority arranging it to suit his own fancy. 


But when a former teacher can see the error of 


her former ways there is indeed an outlook for bet- 
ter health teaching in the future.

RELIGIOUS SECT DYING OUT. 
Washington, D. C. — After an ex- 


istence of more than. 150 years the re- 
ligious sect known as Shakers is dy- 
ing out and unless there is some un- 
usual revival within a few years it 
will have disappeared entirely. 
Its 


passing is due to one of the import- 
ant tenets of the faith — that there 
shall be no" marriage or living in mar- 
riage among members. Celibacy is 
strictly 
adhered 
to. 
consequently 


there can be no additions to the sect 
save by proselyting, and so far as is 
known no efforts are now made to 
bring converts into any of the con- 
gregations. 


In fact, whole congregations and. 


communities of the Shaker have al- 
ready disappeared. The membership 
was never large, being less than 5000 
at its maximum, but they dominated 
17 communities in the State of Now 
York, Massachusetts, 
New Hamps- 


hire,. Maine, Ohio, Connecticut, and 
Kentucky, were exceedingly prosper- 
ous, and made important contribu- 
tions to agriculture and industry. 


To-day it is reported that there are 


less than 500 of them left. Lebanon, 
Ohio, that once was one of the strong- 
est of their communities, now has but 
a single Shaker among its inhabitants 
and about the only colonies are those 
at New Lebanon, New York; East 
Canterbury, New Hampshire: Pitts- 
field, Massachusetts: 
and 
AVest Al- 


bany. Xcw York. Moreover, the fer- 
tile farm lands once owned and til- 
led and managed so successfully have 
for the most part passed into the 
possession of others and there are few 
evidence left of the wealth they amas- 
sed. 


The beginnings of Shakcrism date 


back to 1747 in England 
when a 


j group of Quakers formed themselves

Quakers and Mother Ann preached 
against the War 
of 
Independence, 


forbidding her followers to take any 
part in it. This not only attracted a 
great deal of attention to the new 
sect, but it also earned Mother Ann 
•mother term of imprisonment. Later 
during the War of 1S12 and during 
the Civil AVar, others of the sect were, 
similarly punished for refusal to do 
nilitary duty when called upon by 
;heir country. 


When Mother Ann died in 17S4 she 


lad witnessed the establishment of two 
new Shaker communities, one at Han- 
cock and the other on Mount iVbanon, 
New Lebanon, N. Y., and the first 
Shaker meeting house was opened on 
Mount Lebanon the year following her 
death. 


Joseph Maclian. one of her success- 


ors, gave the Shakers their successful 
organization, whicli combines effective 
business methods with strict adherence 
to the tenets of their faith. The Shak- 
ers believe that God is king: that the 
sin of Adam is atoned, and that man is 
free of all errors but his own: that 
every human being will be saved; and 
that the earth is heaven, at present 
soiled and stained, but ready to bo 
brightened by love and labor. They be- 
lieve in the immediate revelations of 
the Holy Ghost, and they regard 
angels and other spirits as maintaining 
companionship and intercourse with 
those who have been purified and ex- 
alted by gifts Of grace. They believe 
that at death man merely throws off 
the bodily garment and changes the 
form of his existence. They expect no 
resurrection of the body, the spirit, 
when it has left', the mortal frame, 
being done with it. 


In the matter of daily life the Shak- 


ers adhere to some unusual practices 
aside from that requiring the men and 
women, even those who had been mar- 
ried, to live together as brothers and 
sisters. The use of tobacco is prohibit- 
ed, alcoholic liquors arc known only as 
medicine, and their diet 
includes 


neither meat nor fish. Members of the 
sect attribute their almost unllvcrsal 
longevity to this abstinence from meat 
as a food, and in this connection it has 


been claimed that no Shaker has ever 
-suffered from cancer. 


NO DRONES TOLERATED 


In the 
Shaker 
communities 
no 


drones are 
tolerated. 
Everybody 


works; the men in field, garden, fac- 
tory, and shop, while the women do 
the cooking and housework and much 
of the tailoring and repairing, pre- 
pare seeds and medicines for market, 
and make various 
dairy 
products. 


Agriculture was their chief industry 
at first and the men of the sect seem- 
ed to be singularly gifted in selecting 
good land and 
then 
in making it 


amazingly productive. The result was 
that their communities became not 
meiely self-supporting, but several of 
them grew to be decidedly prosper- 


And they did other things besides 


farm successfully. -The first buzz-saw 
is said to have come out of a Shaker 
shop, and to their inventive genius is 
also credited thc first metallic pen. 
They originated the drying of sweet 
corn for food and were reputed to be 
the first people in the United States 
to sell garden seeds in packets. They 
made furniture that Vvas substantial, 
attiactive,,and marketable, they orig- 
inated the broom business, and they 
were responsible for the botanic prac- 
tice of medicine. 


In some of their communities they 


were so prosperous that their neigh- 
bors became jealous of them, as well 
as critical of their religious beliefs 
and practices, and led to discrimina- 
tion against them in local affairs, and 
in some instances oven to prosecution. 


In 0.810 there was an 
expedition 


against the Shakers 
in Ohio when 


Union A'illage was invaded by armed 
troops and a mob of 2000. It was with 
great difficulty that a serious clash 
was averted and a compromise effect- 
ed whereby tho Shakers were to have 
a month in which to close up their af- 
fairs and leave that neighborhood. 
Before that time had elapsed the bad 
fee-ling against them seemed to ebb 
and they were not 
disturbed when 


they decided to remain. AVithin the 
next fifteen years, however, mobs de- 
scended upon them on four different 
occasions, and there were repeated 
instances of burning their barns and 
running off their cattle. 


Many of them were jailed for re- 


fusing military ouly during thc Civil 
AVar, but when 
President 
Lincoln 


learned that newly conveitcd Shakers 
who had been soldiers had declined 
to accept-the pensions to which they 
were entitled he ordered the release 
of all Shakers who 
had 
been im- 


prisoned for refusing to serve when 
drafted. The sum saved on the tinac 
ocptcd 
pensions was more than 


enough to hire substitutes for all of 
them.

ter killings, the acreage of alfalfa in 
"Wisconsin has been increased 250,000 
over a 7-year-period, according to a 
report of the agricultural experiment 
station at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 


The report, made in connection with 


an extension survey, also traces the 
history of the grain's growth in the 
state since first advocated before 1900. 
"Alfalfa was first advocated." the re- 
port stated, "in the .writing of 
ex- 


Governor 
Hoard of Fort Atkinson, 


and others before the year 1900. About 
this time the experiment station be 
gan scientific study of this crop. 
In 


formation on how to grow alfalfa suc- 
cessfully began to accumulate, -and in 
3911, 
the Alfalfa Order of the Wiscon- 


sin Experiment association was or- 
ganized to study 
and promote the 


crop. Tho results of more than 3,000 
trials have 
been reported to 1«. F. 


Graber, Alfalfa specialist, 
and have 


been used as a basis for his recom- 
mendations, in addition to the infor- 
mation available from trials on Ex- 
periment station 
farms located 
in 


various parts of the state. . 


CROP SUCCESS ASSURED 


"Early in the work it was found 


that lime and inoculation -were usual- 
ly necessary for the crop. Later, ex- 
tension men were able to recommend 
hardy strains of seed and better cul- 
tural practices, 
until at the present 


time sufficient information is available 
to insure success with the crop in all 
parts of the state. However, it 
is 


only within 
recent years that 
the 


acreage of alfalfa in AVisconsin has 
become of real importance, .increasing 
from 30,000 acres, in 1918 to 285,000 
acres in 1925. in spite of- serious win- 
ter-killing which occurred twice dur- 
ing this period. Although a few coun- 
ties have had large acreages of it sev- 
eral years, this .crop has recently 
spread throughout 
the whole state. 


The number of counties having 500 
acres or moro has increased from IS 
in 1918, to 53 (out of a total of 71. in 
1925. 


"As rapidly as information on how 


to grow alfalfa successfully accumu- 
lated. the university began to supply 
it to farmers. Beginning in 1904 with

watering cattle, t his is a custom that ] 
has been followed in this state for a 
number of years and. as a matter of 
fact, is the reason that the trough-like 
manger came 
into being. 
This is 


shown in Fig. 4. A and 1>. page 7, ot i 
Bulletin 140, Cornell university. 


"As you undoubtedly know 
there 


was used in the eastern part ot the 
country for many years a manger with' 
a very high front over which one could 
scarcely see the cattle. "With the pass- 
ing of this some dairymen adopted a 
flat fccdiCiT floor, while others tiscd 
this this low manger. When this is 
used for \v*»ering cattle it is usually 
built with :i ;>iteh of about 1 inch in 50 
feet toward a drain which is ordinarily 
plugged, the Isydrant b»ing placed a- 
the upper end of the manger. The 
practice of watering in the manger is 
often found .where no drain is pro- 
vided and where the manger is level. 
Any excess of water that is left in the 
manger is consumed by the cattle with 
silage and grain. The great disadvan- 
tage of this arrangement is that either 
the cows may not receive enough wa- 
ter or so much will be left in the man- 
ger that the silage and grain 
are 


pretty sloppy. This practice has been 
attacked from a sanitary standpoint 
but it seems to be the opinion of our 
best authorities in this state that the 
control of tuberculosis and other con- 
agious diseases must be carried on us- 
ing the herd as a unit. 


This is certainly a very economical 


way of watering stock and if one docs 
not feel that he can afford to install 
drinking cups we are still recommend- 
ing this method.
